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New Sports Center Will Offer 
Archery, Bowling, Billiards

On or around August 15, a new activity will be opened 
for Greenbelters — the Greenbelt Sports Center. Loca¬ 
ted beneath the Co-op in the old bowling alley, which is now 
being remodeled, the center will feature six ten pin bowling 
lanes, three billiard tables, several pin-ball machines, a coin- 
operated snack center, and a sport new to this area—ten lanes 
of archery. There will also be an archery pro shop. 


The snack center will be serviced 
daily by Winnie's Chuck Wagon 
Caterers and will provide hot and 
cold drinks, sandwiches, a sand¬ 
wich oven, pastry, and candy. The 
fully equipped pro shop will have 
rental equipment for all ages and 
will help form leagues and teams 
for bowling and archery. 

Instructions will be given in ar¬ 
chery and in use of the lanes, 
which are fully automatic. Various 
buttons are pressed to place the 
target in three different positions 
and to bring the target to the ar¬ 
cher for removal of arrows. Safe¬ 
ty is assured as no one will need 
to go onto the lanes. 

Prom 10 a.m. to 11 p.m. Sunday 
through Thursday, and until 12 
pm. Friday and Saturday, the cen¬ 
ter will be open to all age groups. 
The nature of the sports offered, 
however, may attract older teens 
and adults more than children. 
Prices will be lower during the day 
than during the evening. 

The center is sponsored by a 
corporation of local people, includ¬ 
ing Lt. Col. John H. Jones, Robert 
Wilhide, and Mrs. Helen Cratty, 
who are major stockholders. 


New Bus Routes Asked 

Two new circumferential bus 
routes may be initiated in Prince 
Georges County by WMA Transit. 
This information was revealed by 
representatives of the Washington 
Metropolitan Area Transit Com¬ 
mission recently. The WMATC 
recommendation was in the form 
of a “show cause” order, which 
means that WMA Transit must 
respond within a reasonable period 
either by initiating the service 
or some reasonable modification 
thereof, or otherwise demonstrat¬ 
ing why it should not be required 
to operate the service proposed.

City Notes 

Men from the Public Works 
Dept, worked four days last week 
on relocating a neighborhood play¬ 
ground at 44 Ct. Ridge. Playground 
equipment was moved from a woo¬ 
ded area, where there was no 
ground cover and some hazard 
from stumps and woodland debris, 
to a sunny, grassy location. Since 
both locations are on GHI proper¬ 
ty, GHI and the city in a joint 
meeting last spring worked out 
approval of the move. All equip¬ 
ment was newly painted after in¬ 
stallation, a bunny on a spring was 
added, and the whole was enclosed 
by a chain link fence. 

The city crew also prepared the 
second fill area below the dam for 
grass seeding. The area was gra¬ 
ded, limed and fertilzed, but grass 
will not be sown until cooler wea¬ 
ther. They also painted line mar¬ 
kings for parking spaces at the 
Center and, at the request of the 
Fire Dept, painted streets and 
curbs before fire hydrants so that 
hydrants can be more quickly lo¬ 
cated. 

The Parks crew eradicated poi¬ 
son ivy and weeds in various loca¬ 
tions and pruned trees along Cres¬ 
cent and Ridge that were obstruc¬ 
ting vision for drivers or inter¬ 
fering with car parking. 

A private contractor, using a 
special machine, removed stumps 
from parks, playgrounds, and the 
Center shopping area. 

Although one garbage truck was 
out of service for repair last week, 
the trash collection crew was able 
to keep almost up to schedule by 
substituting an open body truck.

According to city officials, the latest develop¬ 
ment in the suit seeking to enjoin construction of 21 additional 
apartment units on Charlestowne Village is a July 15 motion 
by the defendants (Charles and Fleur Bresler, Charles Burton 
Builders, and Burton Reiner) for a summary judgement dis¬ 
missing the case. 


In asking for dismissal, defen¬ 
dants allege that the covenant is 
only enforceable against the “in¬ 
stant owner of the land” and that 
the city did not file its complaint 
within 30 days of learning of the 
building permits for the 21 units.
